Soda Cleans Shoes 


If you go to the seashore this 
summer, you will’ probably wet 
your feet in salt water.

The only really effective way of 
removing the stains from brown 
shoes is to dissolve a small lump 
of ordinary washing soda in two 
tablespoons of hot milk and dab 
it around the stains. Allow it to 
dry thoroughly and then repeat 
the process. When the second 
coat has dried on, clean the shoes 
with polish and vou will find that 
the stains have disappeared. 

For black shoes, rub the marks 
with a paste made of black lead 
and lemon: juice. Leave for one 
hour and then allow to dry off 
and then polish.

OW many times have you 
come in a room to find your

bling: in°@: good hook or smearing 
dirty hands‘ on the wallpaper? Or

seems to take 
delight in 
breaking a new 
toy. 

It is safe to 
say that no 
couple that has 
raised children 
has escaped 
without some 
damage being 
done -t,6 ‘the 
house or fur- 
nishings. Nat- 
urally, you wonder, at times, if 
children are instinctively destruc- 
tive. Any parent who has surveyed 
broken dolls or marred wallpaper 
would be inclined to answer ‘‘yes.” 

My own experience has given 
me many examples of the ruin one 
child can e¢ause. Once at the 
brand-new home of a young bride, 
I saw a child choose an Oriental 
rug on which to crack a nut which 
a guest had just given him. He 
was just in the act of bringing 
down his heel when the hostess 
interceded and yanked him away. 

Everyone said it was a narrow 
escape, and then each proceeded 
to give his or her views on de- 
structiveness in general and this 
boy’s tendency toward it in par- 
ticular. 

Let’s examine the nature of the 
youngster’s destructiveness. To be- 
gin with, I happen to know that 
there were no Oriental rugs in his 
home. Also, he did not get nuts to 
eat. On occasions when nuts were 
available, they were shelled. 


Based on thes¢ facts, it might 
be interpreted as commendable, as 
a sign of clean habits and imagi- 
nation, that the youngster should 
have thought of using his heels 
instead of his teeth. The fact that 
he might have chosen the hard- 
wood floor likewise might indicate 
that he ..oped to break the nut as 
quietly as possible. 


Or, if one prefers, to view the 
situation esthetically from’ the 
child’s point of: view, one might 
say that the child did the natural 
thing in choosing to stand on the 
spot which struck him as being 
the most beautiful.
